proposed tax amendment to the 
Ohio constitution was approved by 
an overwhelming1 majority by the 
voters of the state at -_ne election 
yesterday, it became 
definitely 


knowu today when 7,989 of the 
9,002 precincts 
had 
reported to 


Secretary of State Clarence J. 
Brown.

the amendment, 600,800;

the amendment, 449,069. 


Most of the 
precincts which 


have not as yet reported, are in i 
rural districts, it was learned, and I

151,000 majority for the amend- 
ment would swell 
to at

200,000 when the final tabulation 
will have 'been compiled. 


By passing favorably on the 


amendment, Ohio voters 
have 


agreed to abandon the "uniform 
tax rule," which has been a part 
of the state constitution 
for 80 


years. 


A huge burden has been thrown 


onto the shoulders of the legis- 
lature which will meet in 1931. 


Briefly, the amendment prov- 


ides: 


(1) That the state legislature, 


after January 1, 1931, will have
